GRANITE CITY Belleville 
Area College Chancellor Bruce 
Wissore dismissed calls for his 
resignation by three Belleville area 
residents who represent a group 
called Taxpayers for Accountability 

He accused the group of being 

primarily a political group and of 
not being objective about his perfor- 
mance as chancellor. 

‘THE GROUP recently sent letters 
to all BAC Board of Trustees 
members. calling for Wissore’s 
resignation. 

Among 11 complaints, the group 
criticized Wissore for supporting an 


unsuccessfull BAC tax referendum 
last year; Wissore’s studying for a 
law degree while being chancellor 
and Wissore’s appeal of a contempt 
of court citation. 

The group names as officers; 
George Donner as president, Ruthe 
Kombrink (former BAC Board 
secretary) as secretary and Grace 
Lowery as vice president. No other 
members are listed. The group was 
formed last year to oppose the tax 
referendum. 

WISSORE SAID the letter offered 
nothing new. He said the same ac- 
cusations were made a year ago. 

“tt’s a rehashing of some old 
things and bringing up things that 


are not true,” Wissore Said. “It’s a 
group that is political and wants to 
get some attention,”’ he said. 
Donner said the group brought up 
some of the accusations made last 
year against Wissore because the 
board had never voted on the issue of 
whether to remove Wissore, despite 
the controversy surrounding the tax 
referendum. 
“THESE WERE arguments 
prow ht up to remind (BAC) 
1s. Nothing has ever been 
brought up for his dismissal,”” Don- 
ner said. 
He said the group hoped the letter 
would influence the board but said

Traffic light planned on Nameoki

GRANITE CITY — Traffic lights 
will be installed at the city’s “‘most 
dangerous corner,”’ the City Council 

decided Tuesday. 

Signals will be placed at Nameoki 
Road and St. Clair Avenue, about a 
half-block from the intersection-of 
Madison Avenue and Nameoki 
Road, where the National Food 
Store and Charlie's Restaurant are 
located. 

“T don’t believe there’s a more 
dangerous corner in Granite City 
than that corner right there,’’ Mayor 
Von Dee Cruse told the council, ““We 
have more wrecks there than 
‘anyplace else in Granite City.”

Yule tree care explained 


By Ron Cornwell 
County farm adviser 

A fresh Christmas tree will re- 
main fresh and fragrant through the 
Christmas season if you will take 
care of it. A dried-out tree will 
become a fire hazard in a short 
period of time. 

How can you tell if you are buying 
a fresh tree? A fresh tree has certain 
basic characteristics. The needles 
‘should be pliant and firmly attached 
“to the twigs. 

If the needles are brittle and tend 
to snap or shatter when bent bet- 
ween the fingers, the tree is pro- 
bably quite dry. Check the tree to 
see if it loses green needles when the 
tree is shaken or bumped lightly on 
the ground. This is an indication that 
the tree is : 

To insure a fresh tree, I suggest 


cutting your own Christmas tree’ 


from a local tree farm: If you cannot 
do this, purchase a tree as early as 
possible to insure greater tree 
freshness. 

How should you care for a newly- 
purchased. Christmas tree? I would 
suggest cutting 1 to 1% inches from 
the butt of the tree and promptly 
place the tree in a pail of fresh 
water. 

If you must store the tree before 
placing it in your home, store in a 
cold, wind-free area such as. your 
garage. Avoid storing the tree on the 
ground, as it may become frozen in 
place and be difficult ‘to move 


Proposal would shield taxing bodies 







Protecting counties and other tax- 
ing bodies from sudden sharp 
decreases in property tax revenues 
is the aim of legislation which Sen. 
Frank C. Watson (R-Greenville) will 
introduce in the Illinois General 
Assembly.

There is frequently a great deal of confu- 
“sion when a worker is injured on the job 
regarding the procedure he should follow 
subsequent to the injury. In addition, many 
workers are not aware of exactly what 
benefits are provided for by the Illinois 
Workers’ Compensation Act. The purpose 

of this article is to educate the working 
*man. regarding what can be expected 

following an on-the-job injury. 

The first thing that should be noted is 
that the injured worker should immediately 
report the injury to his supervisor. The 

--employee should insist that a written 
report be prepared so that there is a record 
regarding exactly what happened. 

What benefits can the -worker:injured on 
the job expect to receive? The first thing 
the employee should insist upon is Tem- 
porary Total Disability (TTD), which is. 
money paid to the employee while he is off 

«work. In addition, the injured worker can 
“expect. to have all medical. expenses 
“related to the injury paid by the employer's 
~insurance. Finally, the person injured on 

the job will usually receive a lump sum Set- 
“tlement for the permanent nature of his in- 
jury. It is amazing how many working peo- 
ple are not aware that they are entitled to 


. these permanency benefits, but rather are 
satisfied if they merely receive their TTD 
and have their medica! bills paid. ‘ 

Another frequent question deals with 
whether the injured worker can see his own 
doctor or whether he must see a physician 
chosen by the company. Illinois law allows 
the employee to choose his own doctor for 
purposes of treatment. The employer*can 
request the injured worker to see a doctor 
chosen by the employer for purposes of ex- 
amination. The employer will have to pay _ 
for this exam. 

Finally, many injured workers do not 
understand that they are entitled to a hear- 
ing before an Arbitrator or that they can 
enter into a. settlement agreement and 
thereby avoid the hearing. Which method _—& 
the employee chooses to resolve the claim - 
really depends upon the settlement offer 
made by the company’s insurance in a 
given case and whether the injured worker. 
will require’ future medical care. An In- 
dustrial Commission hearing will allow the 
employee to still receive medical care-.in 
the future if it is related to the on-the-job in- 
jury. A settlement, on the other hand, will 
cut off the worker's rights to future 
medical coverage.

Probably the most significant 
similarity between civilian law en- 
forement agencies and the military 
is that both group have authority to 
employ force to maintain order. 

emergency situations, both 
groups require members to render 
near-automatic and unquestioned 
acceptance of authority. Such 
discipline is crucial in situations in- 
volving use of deadly’ force by a 
police officer. : 

But emergencies involve a small 
percentage of normal police time. 
Studies show most police time is us- 
ed on routine duties. 

This leads to the question of 
whether policemen should base 
routine activities on the old military 
model. A more-flexible model for 


‘routine duties may be needed. 


Rules do not cover all situations in 
which officers are put. Police ad- 
ministrators would be appalled if 
subordinates did not exercise judg- 
ment in performing their duties. 

Most officers operate intuitively 
during their day-to-day activities, an 
approach largely based on each of- 
ficer’s previous experiences. 

In each situation, officers will 
what approaches worked in past, 
similar situations. They will con- 
sider alternative behavior before do- 
ing anything, and rely on their judg- 
ment to handle the situation. Thi 
‘discretionary model of behavior’ 
is based on the idea that behavior of 
the officers is mostly determined by 
their judgment and discretion and is 
guided by their goal to resolve the 
situation. 

The discretionary model is ap- 
propriate for many, if not most, of 
the situations police officer 
encounter. 

The most effective patrol officers 
perform their duties using the 
discretionary model. Departments 
need to bring the discretionary ac- 


. tivities of their members out of the 


closet into. clear view for all to see 
and emulate. Such behavior is not 
herently bad. 

As Kenneth Davis: argues in 
Discretionary Justice, the problem 
is not with discretion in governmen- 
but with excessvie 





discretion: Davis suggests organiza- 





ficers must first recognize the ex- 
istence of discretionary behavior, 
then be trained in appropriate and 
departmentally acceptable uses of 
discretion. 

There are two basic views about 


» the. proper philosophical posture of. 


police — to enforce the law or to 
maintain order. It may be that the 
philosophy is not to choose one or the 
other, but to combine the two views. 

In the law enforcement mode, the 
proper approach would be to follow a 
‘“military-type authority model that 
would ensure equitable law enforce- 
ment. In the order maintenance 
mode, officers should be guided by a 
discretionary model to resolve the 


» situation fairly. 


As law enforcement strives to be 


- accepted as a profession, it must ex- 
> pect and require its officers to exer- 


cise judgment. Such behavior is the 


_ hallmark of all professionals. 


The following is an examination of 
the. military and discretionary 
models and ideas about incor- 
porating these concepts into the 
training process. 

Military model 

The perception of the traditional 

* American police authority model as. 

a military one evolved from several 

influences. ‘ 
First, the American model evolv- 
ed. from a 19th century English 
authority-based system which was 
imported to the United States in 
1244. 2 

Second, the responsibility of deady 
force entrusted to the police requires 
strict discipline in its exercise. The 
strict mi ry discipline necessarily 
associated with the use of firearms 
thus reinforces the military model 
daily as officers strap on their guns. 

Third, the structure of most police 
departments mirror the military 
model. Departments are divided in- 
to.squads and platoons and led by 
sergeants and lieutenants; not 
organized into Lag and depart- 
ments and headed by supervisors 
and managers. Further, police 
uniforms, ceremonies and training 
all project a military model. i 
‘Fourth, men and women drawn to 
the profession hold authority-based 
values; an observation substantiated 
by Milton Rokeach in his research. 
The impact of individually held, 
authority-based values on the pro- 
fession is enormous, giving it a 
military, look, philosophy and 
atmosphere. 

When these influences converge 
on law enforcement, officers and 
managers assume a military model 
is relevant for all of policing. Tradi- 
tionally trained officers-are taught 
discipline and strict obedience to 
orders, and they will dress, act and 
use the tools of the trade in a 
military fashion. It is predictable 
“that this military model translates 

into an operational authority model. 

This model views authority as 
reSiding with the chief executive of 
the organizaiton; that is, authority: 
that origifiates from and is vested 
solely in a central official. The lines 
{on-an organization chart from the 
‘chief 'to his subordina’ lize 
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rules, and prescriptions. Such a 
model fosters unquestioned and im- 
mediate conditioned responses to all 


‘The model- places-a-premium on 
discipline and discourages discre- 
tion. A necessary model in times of 
potental conflict and especially 
when the use of deadly force might 
be involved, it is deliberately taught 
to all recruits. As a consequence of 
this history, tradition, and trianing, 
many of today’s officers tend to use 
a heavy, authority-based, military 
model for circumstances and in 
all situations, regardless of 
suitability. 

Discretionary model 

Though most organizations in- 
crease discretionary power with. 
rank, law enforcement allocates 
such power at all levels. Low- 
ranking police officers routinely ex- 
ercise an enormous amount of 
discretion in the normal course of 
their duties. Traffic officers can 
choose to issue a citation to a citizen 
exeeding the speed limit, arrest the 
individual, provide a warning, or ig- 
nore the situation. 

At higher levels, on the other 
hand, officials routinely exercise ad- 
ministrative discretion when they do 
such things as advise, report, res- 
pond, etc. 

Administrative discretion of 
police managers is. quite com- 
parable to the discretion exercised 
By public officials. 

e general policy of discretion 
rests on the belief that the individual 
official present at a seene should 
decide a resolution to the situation. 
Confidence is placed in the officer’s 
ability to see distinctions and to act 
accordingly. Since. situations vary, 
police management must rely on the 
responding officer’s judgment. 

The professionalism of any 
discipline is conventionally 
measured by the autonomy it allows 
its members over certain tasks. 

Thus, organizaions ising Wigere- 
tionary models. must“ require a 
lengthy training period to 
familiarize new members with the 
core knowledge of the discipline. 


Comparisons of models. 

In law enforcement, effective 
discretionary performance is judged 
by the successful resolution of pro- 
blems. In the discretionary model, 
success is defined as the minimum 
instrusion and use of coercion by the 
police: 

By way of contrast, performance 
within a military model is measured 
by ascertaining how closely rules 
were followed. This mentality can 
lead to over-reliance on rules and 
may negate any skills, talent or ex- 
perience an officer brings to the 
scene. 

Many low-ranking bureaucrats 
love to play the game, ‘‘Now I’ve got 
ydu by the rules.’’ Worst of all, 
following the rules can become the 
desired end, not resolving potential- 
ly threatening situations with a 
minimum of violence or injury. 

On the other hand; some situations 
require that rules be closely follow- 
ed, as in the use of deadly force,"the 











pursuit of a fleeing felon, or cir- 
cumstances where coordinated ac- 
tion is taking by several officials. 

Freelancing in these matters 
-would be inappropriate and poten- 
tially dangerous. Thus, departments 
must recognize that most of their 
Sworn officers require two different 
sets of guidlines to discharge their 
duties. E E 

_ Departments must give officers 
firm guidelines to assist in identify- 
ing appropriate situations for the ex- 
_ercise of their discretionary authori- 
ty. Beyond this situational 
assistance, administators must in- 
struct officers in acceptable discre- 
tionary behaviors. If the actions of 
law enforcement officers are not ac- 
ceptable to the public, behavorial 
guidelines for officers will be impos- 
ed on the organzation by some out- 
side authority- 

In short, guidelines for acceptable 
discretionary behavior are 
necessary. 

Training in discretion 

Discretionary powers be incor 
porated into practical departmental 
life if agencies. address discretion 
during recruit and inservice train- 
ing. This will help legitimize its ac- 


* ceptable uses. 


‘One of the most important training’ 
goals should be to provide officers 
with a clear notion of when and 
where to apply discretionary 
behavior. Guidelines and checklists 
‘can assist officers with these critical 
questions. Also, by clearly specify- 
ing the types of situations where 
discretion would be unacceptable or 
perhaps illegal, departments can 
clearly demonstrate the bounds of 
acceptable bahavior. 

Role playing provides an excellent 
technique to frame problems of 
discretion. 

The methods by which depart- 
ments discuss and teach discretion 
are not as important as the fact that 
the topic is formally presented. 
Leaders have an obligation to their 
subordinates to guide in their duties. 
Until policing faces the issue’ of 
discretion, it will not provide of- 
ficers with the appropriate support. 
Conclusion 

Enlightened law enforcement ad- 
ministrators know, the their subor- 

dinates need to understand and use 
discretion. Teaching its use makes 


the administrator’s job more dif- 


ficult. and_unpredictable but. also 


more challenging. 

Most administrators recognize the 
impossibility of crafting rules to 
cover all circumstances. The pro- 
blem for police administrators is not 
with discretion itself but with how to 
structure it, 

All parties must first recognize 
that discretionary behavior exists in 
law enforcement. Next, the depart- 
ment should attempt to develop 
mechanisms to instruct officers in 
the acceptable uses of judgment. 

Training programs must begin to 
discuss the knowledge officers pick 
up after months and years of ex- 
perience. Methods to record, institu- 
tionalize and communicate this. 
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knowledge must be found. Training 
that ignore this could 

me irrelevant to their officers. 

the military and discre- 

tionary models are relevant guides 
for the behavior of police officers. 


Departments should integrate the_ 
*two approaches. * 


When an officer is fulfilling his law 
inforcement duties, he might choose 
the military model rules-dominated 
approach when his actions will be 
later scrutinized in court. However, 
when performing his order 
maintenance responsibilities, he 
should use the discretionary model. 

Implementing these ideas will not 
be anasy task. They need to be im- 
plemented, however, in fairness to 
the professional aspirations of law 
enforcement, and even more impor- 
tantly, to describe accuratel¥ the ac- 
tions of law enforcement officers.

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Q. Could you explain what has 
happened to IRAs under the 
new tax law?

MADISON — A new insurance 
program for city employees will 
reduce monthly premiums paid by 
Madison by about $1,800 to'$2,000. 

Mayor John Bellcoff spoke to the 
aldermen Tuesday night oh the new 
plan and introduced Larry 
Blumenfeld, the. insurance broker 
instrumental in providingsthe new 
coverage. 4 

Blumenfeld, who has worked with 
the Finance Committee and mayor, 
will present details of the insurance 
package to employees at meetings 
this week. 

THE HEALTH POLICY is with 
General American Insuarance Co. 
and will offer two options for the 
employees. - 

One option, the Health Manage- 
ment Organization (HMO), will pay 
100 percent of claims if the insured 
agreés to go to specific “doctors. 


There.are approximately 200 physi- 
cians in the St. Louis and Quad-City 
areas on the list. 

If the employee desires to retain 
his own doctor, he may then choose 
the Preferred Provider Option 
(PPO), which will pay 90 percent of 
the claim. 

The first $3 for a drug prescription 
will be paid by the employee and the 
insurance firm will pay the balance. 

THE NEW PLAN is for employees 
and all their dependents. 

The previous health program 
covered employees and dependents. 
unless the spouse worked at another 
place and had insurance covereage. 

Bellcoff said the new program not 
only will cost the city much less but 
will offer many other. facets of 
coverage than the previous policey. 

“T’m'sure the city employees will 
be pleased with this new plan, which 
wall go into effect Jan. 1,” the mayor 
said.
